The increase of 1:2 per cent. in June in the index 
number for all articles follows decreases in each of the 
three preceding months. ‘There was an increase of 
nearly 4 per cent. in the index number for food as a 
whole, while prices of industrial materials in the aggre- 
gate, after progressive decreases in March, April and 
May, were practically unchanged. 


The weekly index numbers, which are compiled on 
the basis of the prices during the period September 1-19, 
1931 = 100 (i.e. the three weeks prior to the suspension 
of the gold standard in this country), showed a rise in 
food prices in the first and third weeks of June and a 
slight fall in the last week; industrial materials, after 
rising slightly in the first week, were steady during the 
rest of the month. The index numbers for food in the 
five weeks ending with the period June 24-30 were 
92:9, 94°8, 94:8, 95-4 and 95-1, and for industrial mate- 
rials 110-1, 110-4, 110°3, 110-3 and 110-3.

_ As compared with May, each food group showed an 
increase, the rises in the case of cereals and of ‘‘ other 
food ’’ being 6:2 and 4-0 per cent. respectively. Among 
industrial materials there were three increases and three 
decreases, the decline of 5:6 per cent. in the wool group 
being the most noticeable change. Compared with a 
year ago, in the food section there was an increase in 
the meat and fish group of 7°5 per cent, which was 
counterbalanced by declines in the other two food 
groups, while among industrial materials there were 
five increases and two declines, the outstanding changes 
being an advance of 19} per cent. in the wool group 
and a fall of 104 per cent. in the prices of textiles 
other than cotton and wool. 


A comparison of the 150 price averages for June with 
those relating to May shows 61 increases and 35 de- 
creases, the 538 articles of food accounting for 35 of the 
former and 15 of the latter. Of the 35 increases for 
food, 18 were of less than 5 per cent., 8 were of between 
5 and 10 per cent., 7 were of between 10 and 15 per 
cent. and 2 were larger increases due to seasonal price 
movements. Of the 15 decreases for food, 10 were of

less than 5 per cent., 4 were of between 5 and 11 per 
cent., and one (oranges) was over 25 per cent. 


The averages for industrial materials show 26 in- 
creases and 20 decreases, 19 of the former being of less 
than 5 per cent. and 7 of between 5 and 10 per cent. Of 
the 20 decreases, 13 were of less than 5 per cent., 
6 were of between 5 and 10 per cent., and one was of 
14 per cent. 


The table on page 48 shows the average monthly 
wholesale prices of 60 principal commodities included 
in the index. 


Of the quotations for cereals which are included in 
the table, English wheat and Canadian wheat were 
dearer by 12 and 9 per cent. respectively, and there 
was an increase of nearly 11 per cent. for flour. In- 
creases of 4. and 8 per cent. were recorded for maize and 
rice respectively, while barley was cheaper by 5 per 
cent. In the ‘“‘ meat ’’ group, Danish bacon was 9 per 
cent. dearer and New Zealand lamb nearly 5 per cent. 
dearer, while beef and mutton were cheaper, the largest 
relative decrease (5 per cent.) being in respect of Argen- 
tine chilled beef. Among other foods, coffee was 4 per 
cent. dearer and small increases were recorded for 
butter and cocoa. Cheese and Indian tea were cheaper 
by 7 and 5 per cent. respectively. 


Of the industrial rhaterials included in the table, the 
only change in price in the iron and steel group was a 
small increase for tinplates. Among non-ferrous 
metals there was a slight increase in the price of lead, 
but tin and zine were both cheaper by nearly 4 per 
cent. Prices in the cotton group were all higher, an in- 
crease of nearly 8 per cent. being recorded for American 
raw cotton. Wool tops in oil and worsted yarns were 
considerably cheaper and small decreases were shown 
for hemp and jute. In the miscellaneous group, hides 
were dearer by nearly 9 per cent. 


Items not included in the Table.—With regard to the 
commodities, the prices for which are included in the 
compilation of the index but are not shown in the 
accompanying table, there were increases in the quota 
tions for wheat, flour and certain varieties of barley 
and also for beef and eggs. Fish, apples and oranges 
were cheaper, but a large seasonal increase was recorded 
in the price of potatoes. 


Of the industrial materials, nickel was cheaper by 
over 7 per cent., and mechanical wood pulp by 14 per 
cent. An increase of over 8 per cent. was recorded 
for linseed oil, and leather prices showed advances of 


between 2 and 8 per cent.

EXCHANGE RESTRICTIONS IN GERMANY 


The attention of the German delegates at present in 
London has been drawn to the urgent importance of 
means being found for the prompt liquidation of out- 
standing trade debts. 


It is desired to ascertain for the information of H.M, 
Government in the first instance particulars of out- 
standing trade debts which have not been paid to firms 
in the United Kingdom on account of new exchange re- 
strictions in Germany imposed as from March 1, 1934. 


Companies, firms and persons in the United Kingdom 
are therefore requested to supply, with the least pos- 
sible delay, three copies of all invoices, payment of 
which by German importers became due after Febru- 
ary 28, 1934, and before July 1, 1934, but was not 
remitted on account of exchange restrictions. 

Bad and doubtful debts which have not been paid 
owing to insolvency or financial difficulty of German 
debtors should be excluded and invoices must be accom- 
panied by a statement on the part of the creditor that

non-payment of the debt has, to his belief, been caused 
solely by the exchange restrictions. 


On the face of each invoice supplied the following 
additional information should be given :— 


The precise date on which the amount was due 
for payment by the debtor (where bills of exchange 
were drawn, the due date of the acceptance). 


If the debtor has paid the equivalent in marks 
into blocked account the amount in marks should 
be given. 

If the goods in respect of which payment is 
claimed were (a) re-exports,* (b) transhipments 
under bond, or (c) goods shipped direct to Germany 
from a country other than the United Kingdom, 
this should be stated, together with the country of 
origin of the goods in question, if known. 


In the event of any debt which has been notified to 
the Board of Trade being subsequently paid, it is essen- 
tial that the Board of Trade should at once be informed.

CUSTOMS BILLS OF ENTRY 


Owing to the serious losses incurred through the fall 
in the number of subscribers, the question of the con- 
tinued publication of the various Bills of Entry for 
London, Liverpool, the Clyde and Forth, and Hull has 
recently been under consideration by the Board of 
Customs and Excise. These Bills give a great deal of 
useful information regarding the day by day move- 
ments of ships and goods in and out of the several 
ports, which it is not possible to supply by any other 
official means. 

It has been decided to continue publication for a 
further period of 12 months from July 1 of all Bills of 
Entry except London Bill B. Publication beyond this 
period will depend upon the number of subscribers, 
and unless an increased measure of support is forth- 
coming it may not be possible to continue to publish 
the various Bills of Entry. 


EXCHANGE CONTROL IN YUGOSLAVIA

Under the Additional Import Duties (No. 25) Order 
(S.R. and O. 1934, No. 683), issued by the Treasury on 
the recommendation of the Import Duties Advisory 
Committee, the Customs duties on artificial teeth will, 
as from July 7, 1934, be increased from 20 per cent. to

They are satisfied that the duties 
now imposed should not affect the prices paid by the 
public for artificial dentures.

DRAWBACK ORDERS 


The Treasury, on the recommendation of the Import

1934, No. 687), authorising, under the Second Schedule 
to the Import Duties Act, 1932, the allowance of draw- 
back of Customs duties as from July 9, 1934, on the 
re-export of spring-catch locks with spring-hinged 
hasps, and curved wooden handles, of a size and shape 
adapted for use in suit cases or attaché cases. 


The Treasury have also issued, on the Committee’s 
recommendation, the Import Duties (Drawback) (N>. 
12) Order, 1934 (S.R. and O. 1934, No. 688), authoris- 
ing a scheme, under Section 9 of the Finance Act, 1932, 
for the allowance, for a period of twelve months, from 
July 9, 1934, of drawback of Customs duties on the 
compressed non-vulcanised fibre board, embossed and 
varnished on one side, used in the manufacture of ex- 
ported suit cases and attaché cases. The manufacture 
of these inexpensive cases is largely a post-war industry, 
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and the export trade experiences severe competition. 
Home-produced fibre board of the kind concerned is 
not at present available in the required quantities, but 
steps are being taken to increase the capacity of United 
Kingdom mills making fibre board.

REPORT ON NORTH MIDLAND DIVISION 
COALFIELDS 


The Secretary for Mines announces the publication 
of Mr. J. R. Felton’s Report under the Coal Mines Act, 
1911, on the inspection of mines in the North Midland 
Division during 1933. This Division comprises the coal- 
fields of North and South Derbyshire, Nottinghamshire and 
Leicestershire, and the ironstone mines of Northamptonshire 
and Lincolnshire. 


Inspections totalled 1,661 underground and 680 surface 


during the year and 243 were made by the Inspector of 
Horses. 


There was a reduction, compared with 1932, of three- 
quarters of a million tons in the amount of coal raised; 
the total output of coal was 273 millions, and of other 
minerals 416,000 tons. The average number of persons 
employed was 105,915, or 7,000 less than in the previous 
year. Owing to the extensive use of machinery in the Divi- 
sion, the output of coal per person per shift continues to 
rise: in 1929 it was 24-05 ewt., while in 1933 it was 25°98 
cwt. 


The Report contains a statistical analysis of all fatal 
and serious non-fatal accidents classified according to 
cause, together with short accounts of typical accidents. 
Mr. Felton regrets to record an increase in the number of 
persons killed during the year, though the number seriously 
injured has dropped appreciably. Falls of roof and side 
are particularly responsible for the increase and in this con- 
nection Mr. Felton discusses the dangers arising on conveyor 
faces and stresses the need for the increased use of steel 
supports, and of bars or straps at the face; the figures of 
accidents due to haulage and of accidents on the surface 
show a decided improvement. One major accident, an ex- 
plosion of firedamp, occurred towards the end of the year, 
causing the death of 14 persons and minor injuries to 10 
others.

REPORT ON NORTHERN 
COALFIELDS 


The Secretary for Mines also announces the publication 
of Mr. T. Greenland Davies’s Report under the Coal Mines 
Act, 1911, on the inspection of mines in the Northern Divi- 
sion during 1933. This Division comprises the counties of 
Northumberland, Durham, Cumberland and Westmorland, 
the North Riding of Yorkshire, the detached part of the 
County of Lancaster north of Morecambe Bay, and the 
Isle of Man. 


The quantity of coal raised was the same as in 1932, viz., 
411 million tons; one million tons of ironstone and 300,000 
tons of other minerals were also raised. Though produc- 
tion was only just maintained at the low level of the pre- 
vious year, there were distinct signs of improvement to- 
wards the end of 1933, largely owing to a revival in the iron 
and steel industry. The average number of persons em- 
ployed fell by 4,286 to 153,565. 


The statistical analysis of the accident figures shows 
that there was a disturbing increase in the number of fatal 
and serious non-fatal accidents during the year. Falls of 
roof and side again accounted for more than half the total 
number of accidents; Mr. Davies is of opinion that there 
is ample scope for a reduction of these figures by improve- 
ments in the methods of roof-support and by the proper set- 
ting of such supports. He records steady progress in the use 
of steel for supports, reporting that there were 170 miles 
of roadway so supported, and 203,000 steel props, together 
with 200,000 steel straps, in use at the end of the year. He 
also refers to the work of the Support of Workings in 
Mines Committee of the North of England Institute of 
Mining and Mechanical Engineers and gives a brief sum- 
mary of some of the findings of their investigations. 


DIVISION 


Haulage was responsible for the second largest class of 
accidents. Under this head the Report records an increase 
from 23 to 37 in the number of deaths. These and their 
causes are carefully analysed and recommendations given 
for the prevention of similar accidents in future.

REPORT ON MINES IN SCOTLAND 


The Secretary for Mines also announces the publication 
of Mr. H. T. Foster’s Report on the inspection of mines 
under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, in Scotland during 1933. 


The year saw an increase in the total output of all 
minerals from such mines by nearly half a million tons, to 
31} million tons. Of this 29} millions was coal, which 
accounted for the greater part of the increase. The average 
number of persons employed was 84,800, a fall compared 
with 1932 of less than a thousand. 


The Report contains statistical analyses of and comments 
upon the fatal and non-fatal accidents which occurred 
during the year, and brief descriptions of many of the 
fatalities. Mr. Foster gives a careful commentary on 
accidents from falls of ground, comparing the fatalities on 
hand-filled and conveyor faces, with particular reference 
to the classes of workmen affected. On the subject of ex- 
plosions of firedamp, he emphasises the desirability of 
replacing naked lights by safety lamps wherever possible. 
All the explosions recorded for 1933 were caused by naked 
lights. By the courtesy of the mine owners of Scotland, Mr. 
Foster has been able to record in tabular form details of 
the extent to which steel is used for supporting both the 
workings and the roads in the mines in the Division.

REPORT ON SWANSEA DIVISION COALFIELDS 


The Secretary for Mines also announces the publication of 
Mr. T. Ashley’s Report under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, 
on the inspection of Mines in the Swansea Division during 
1933. This Division comprises the counties of Carmarthen 
and Pembroke and the western portions of the counties of 
Brecon and Glamorgan, 


A total of 1,605 underground and 420 surface inspections 
were made during the year, together with 208 inspections 
made by the Inspector of Horses. 


The output of coal, at 11} million tons, was nearly half 
a million tons greater than in 1932. Of this total more than 
half was anthracite, representing a steady expansion of 
anthracite working. Some 9,000 tons of other minerals 
were raised. The average number of persons employed was 
49,485, an increase of over 2,000 on 1932. 


In his analysis of the fatal and non-fatal accidents, Mr. 
Ashley records a substantial improvement on the figures 
for 1932, especially in the category of accidents from falls 
of roof and side and from haulage underground, which 
constitute by far the greater proportion of all the fatal 
and non-fatal accidents, There were, however, increases 
in the number of miscellaneous accidents underground and 
of accidents on the surface.

MECHANICAL PROPERTIES OF BRICKS AND 
BRICKWORK 


In a Report* just issued by the Building Research 
Station of the Department of Scientific and Industrial Re- 
search up-to-date information is given on the strength of 
bricks and brickwork. The need for such information is 
evidenced by the fact that, despite the many developments 
in bricks and brickmaking in Great Britain, the latest data 
hitherto available are those contained in a Report published 
by the Royal Institute of British Architects in 1905. 


As a first step it was necessary to decide on the best 
method to be adopted in testing individual bricks with a 
view to providing a useful guide to the strength of walls and 
piers. Most of the Report is devoted to the examination of 
the strength of brick piers, as it is in regard to piers that 
questions of loading on brickwork normally arise. Attention 
is also paid to the effect of mortar strength, dimensions of 
units, bond used and grade of workmanship.

LLOYD’S REGISTER SHIPBUILDING RETURNS 
FOR JUNE QUARTER 


The statistics issued by ‘‘ Lloyd’s Register of Shipping ” 
regarding merchant vessels under construction at the end of 
June last show that in Great Britain and Ireland there is an 
increase of 105,702 tons in the work in hand as compared 
with the low figures for the previous quarter, and also that 
the present total—587,142 tons—is 299,640 tons (104 per 
cent.) greater than the tonnage which was being built at 
the end of June, 1933. 


At the end of June the tonnage on which work was sus- 
pended amounted to 59,318 tons, being composed entirely of 
steamers. The amount of tonnage in course of construction 
maintains the upward tendency which has been observable 
in the quarterly totals during the last eighteen months. 
About 90,000 tons—15:3 per cent. of the tonnage now being 
built in this country—are intended for registration abroad 
or for sale. 


The tonnage now under construction abroad*—629,198— 
is about 31,000 more than the work which was in hand at the 
end of March, 1934, and is the highest quarterly total re- 
corded since September, 1932. Tonnage, included in the 
total in hand abroad, on which work has been suspended 
amounts only to 1,235 tons of steamers and 6,378 tons of 
motorships. The leading countries abroad are:—Japan, 
137,280 tons; France, 104,500 tons; Germany, 91,145 tons; 
Denmark, 66,650 tons; Holland, 54,765 tons; Sweden, 49,025 
tons; and Italy, 47,670 tons. 


The total tonnage under construction in the world* 
amounts to 1,216,340, of which 48-3 per cent. is being built 
in Great Britain and Ireland and 51-7 per cent. abroad. 
The world total shows an increase of 137,000 tons over the 
figures at the end of March last, and is the highest recorded 
since March, 1932. 


In Great Britain and Ireland 146,653 tons were com- 
menced during the last three months, showing a decrease 
of 56,359 tons, as compared with the corresponding total 
for the March quarter. During the quarter ended with June 
35,954 tons were launched in Great Britain and Ireland, 
an increase of 1,115 tons as compared with the March 
quarter. Similar figures for abroad are 125,912 tons com- 
menced, and 113,438 tons launched, showing a decrease, as 
compared with the previous quarter, of 132,136 in the ton- 
nage commenced, and an increase of 62,175 in the tonnage 
launched. 


Ort TANKERS AND MOTORSHIPS 


Oil tankers under construction in the world amount to 
39 vessels of 277,844 tons, of which 13 vessels of 101,500 tons 
are being built in Great Britain and Ireland, five vessels 
of 34,950 tons in Denmark, four of 26,770 tons in Holland, 
three of 24,900 tons in Germany, three vessels of 24,700 tons 
in Sweden, five of 23,400 tons in the United States, and two 
of 19,200 tons in Japan. 


Of the 587,142 tons under construction in Great Britain 
and Ireland at the end of June 279,632 tons consisted of 
motorships, while at the same date the motorship tonnage 
being constructed abroad (412,903) was 201,370 in excess of 
that of the steamers. 


The vessels being built in the world at the end of June 
include four steamers and 25 motorships of between 8,000 
and 10,000 tons each; two steamers and 12 motorships of 
between 10,000 and 20,000 tons; and four steamers and two 
motorships of 20,000 tons and upwards. 


The horse-power of steam engines now being built or being 
fitted on board amounts to about 733,000; this figure includes 
43 sets of turbine engines of about 595,000 shaft h.p. The 
horse-power of the steam reciprocating engines (about 
138,000) amounts to 8-8 per cent. of the total horse-power of 
marine engines now being built in the world. The figures for 
oil engines aggregate approximately 817,500 h.p. 


Of the merchant shipbuilding in hand throughout the 
world at the end of June, 915,698 tons, or more than 75 per 
cent., are being built under the inspection of ‘‘ Lloyd’s 
Register.””’ Of this total 555,545 tons, representing nearly 
95 per cent. of the tonnage being built there, are under con- 
struction in Great Britain and Ireland; while of the tonnage 
being built abroad 360,153 tons, or over 57 per cent., are 
being constructed under the inspection of ‘‘ Lloyd’s 
Register.’’

BRITISH INDIA 
WEATHER AND CROPS

RAINFALL AND MONSOON 


Calcutta, July 8.—Rainfall has been nearly general in the 
Konkan throughout the week, in Lower Burma and Malabar 
on six days, in Orissa and Mysore on four, in Gujarat on 
three, in Hyderabad, the Punjab and Assam on two, and in 
the United Provinces, the Bombay Deccan, Burma and 
Bengal on one day. 

The monsoon is active. 


Crop CoNDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, June 30.—Very heavy rain has fallen on the West 
Coast. The sowing and transplanting of paddy is proceed- 
ing. Standing crops are in fair condition. 


Bihar and Orissa, July 2.—Rain has been general and 
heavy in Cuttack and Purnea. Standing crops, including 
sugar-cane, are in good condition. The sowing of paddy and 
bhadoi crops is going on, also that of Aghani paddy in some 
districts. Jute is being weeded i in Purnea and Cuttack. 

Central Provinces, June 30.—The monsoon is more active. 


The sowing of rice, cotton and other khariff crops is pro- 
gressing.

Punjab, July 2.—There has been general rainfall, the 
heaviest being 7-70 inches in the Karnal and Ambala dis- 
tricts, and the lightest, 0-03 inch, in Jampur and Dera Ghazi 
Khan.

It may here be stated that the ap- 
proximate rate of exchange during 1932 and 1933 was 
16 Manchoukuo yen to the £ sterling. 


Imports during the year under review increased by 
213,487,000 m.y., or about 70 per cent. over the 1932 figures, 
owing chiefly to large shipments of materials and equip- 
ment, mainly of Japanese origin, for the development of the 
new State.

According to recent official statistics, the total value of 
Norway’s imports in May was 66°4 million kroner and of 
exports 42:8 million kr. The total value of imports during 
the five months ended May 31 last was 311°8 million kr., 
as compared with 263-7 million kr. in 1933 and 281°6 million 
kr. in 1932. The value of exports in millions of kroner 
during the same period of the years in question was 233°3 
million kr., and 219-7 million kr. and 229-5 million kr., 
respectively. The groups in which imports increased during 
January-May, 1934, were raw and _ semi-manufactured 
minerals and metals, manufactured metals, fats and oils 
and ships, vehicles and machinery. In the case of exports 
the chief increases related to raw and semi-manufactured 
minerals and metals. There were also increases in exports 
under the heading of pulp, paper and manufactures thereof. 
This increase referred solely to pulp, as the exports of the 
other items in this group, namely, paper and board, de- 
creased during the period in question. The decline in the 
value of exports of foodstuffs continued.

UNITED KINGDOM—LITHUANIA 
TRADE AGREEMENT 


The following is the English text of the Agreement (and 
Protocol thereto) between the Government of the United 
Kingdom and the Government of Lithuania which was signed 
in London on July 6. The Agreement is not yet in ferce; 
information as to the date of enforcement will be published 
in the ‘* B.T.J.’’ in due course. 

[A notice regarding the reductions in Customs duties to be 
made on the enforcement of the Agreement is published on 
page 62.] 

The Government of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland and the Government of Lithuania, 
desiring to facilitate still further trade and commerce 
between the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland on the one hand and the Republic of 
Lithuania on the other, have agreed as follows :— 


ARTICLE 1 


During the currency of this Agreement United Kingdom 
goods in Lithuania and Lithuanian goods in the United 
Kingdom shall enjoy in all respects treatment not less 
favourable than that enjoyed by goods produced or manu- 
factured in any other foreign country. 


ARTICLE 2 


The articles enumerated in Part I of the First Schedule to 
this Agreement, produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom, shall not on importation into Lithuania from 
whatever place arriving be subjected to duties or charges 
other or higher than those specified in Part I of the said 
Schedule. 


The articles enumerated in Part II of the First Schedule 
to this Agreement, produced or manufactured in any British 
Colony, overseas territory, any territory under British pro- 
tection or any mandated territories in respect of which the 
mandate is exercised by the Government of the United 
Kingdom, shall not on importation into Lithuania from 
whatever place arriving be subjected to duties or charges 
other or higher than those specified in Part II of the said 
Schedule. 

The Government of the United Kingdom agree to consider 
sympathetically any proposal made by the Lithuanian Gov- 
ernment for replacing in whole or in part by ad valorem 
duties any of the specific duties, or by specific duties any of 
the ad valorem duties set out in the said Schedule. 


ARTICLE 3 


The articles enumerated in the Second Schedule to this 
Agreement, produced or manufactured in Lithuania, shall

not on importation into the United Kingdom, from what- 
ever place arriving, be subjected to duties or charges other 
or higher than those specified in the said Schedule. 

The Lithuanian Government will consider sympathetically 
any proposal of the Government of the United Kingdom for 
replacing in whole or in part by specific duties any of the 
ad valorem duties or by ad valorem duties any of the specific 
duties set out in the said Schedule. 


ARTICLE 4 


The Government of Lithuania undertake — 


(a) that they will issue import licences at least to the 
extent necessary to give effect to the arrange- 
ments made with regard to the goods specifically 
mentioned in paragraph 2 of Part I and para- 
graph 1 of Part II of the Protocol to this 
Agreement ; 

(b) that they will not operate any restrictions in a 
manner which would have the effect of preventing 
the full benefits of the tariff concessions specified 
in Parts I and II of the First Schedule from 
accruing to goods the produce or manufacture of 
the United Kingdom or of the territories referred 
to in paragraph 2 of Article 2, respectively ; 


(c) that in the operation of any import restrictions they 
will have regard to the undertaking given by them 
in paragraph (1) of Part 1 of the Protocol, and 
will not operate such restrictions to the detriment 
of the trade of the territories referred to in para- 
graph (2) of Article 2 of this Agreement. 


ARTICLE 5 


(1) The Government of the United Kingdom undertake 
not to regulate the quantity of imports into the United 
Kingdom of bacon and hams, and butter, the produce of 
Lithuania, except in so far as such regulation may be neces- 
sary to secure the effective operation of a scheme or schemes 
for the regulation of the marketing of domestic supplies of 
these or related products. In the event of such regulation 
of imports being introduced, in the case of all or any of 
these products, the following provisions shall have effect in 
so far as they may be applicable. 


(2) The Government of the United Kingdom will, in mak- 
ing allocations to Lithuania, take into consideration the 
position which Lithuania has held in past years as a supplier 
of these products to the United Kingdom market. Alloca- 
tions to Lithuania will be made on the same basis as, and on 
conditions not less favourable than, allocations to any other 
foreign country. 

(3) The Government of the United Kingdom will not 
regulate compulsorily the quantity of imports into the 
United Kingdom of butter, the produce of Lithuania, with- 
out first giving the Lithuanian Government an opportunity 
of discussing the allocation to Lithuania. 


(4) In the event of the total quantity of bacon and hams 
or butter allowed to be imported into the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries being increased during any period 
of regulation, additional allocations shall be made to Lithu- 
ania, but any temporary inability on the part of Lithuania 
to supply the whole or a part of any such additional alloca- 
tion shall not prejudice, as regards any subsequent period, 
the undertakings given above. 


(5) In the event of any other foreign supplying country re- 
nouncing or forfeiting in whole or in part its allocation of 
bacon and hams or butter, the allocation to Lithuania shall 
be increased in not less ratio than the allocation to any 
other foreign country. 


(6) The control of exports from Lithuania of bacon and 
hams or butter to the United Kingdom shall be entrusted to 
the Government of Lithuania so long as the Government of 
the United Kingdom are satisfied that such control is effec- 
tual and in conformity with the scheme or schemes of regula- 
tion of imports into the United Kingdom for the time being 
in force. 


ARTICLE 6 


(1) Except as provided in paragraph (2) of this Article, 
nothing in this Agreement shall be deemed to affect the 
rights or obligations arising out of the Exchange of Notes 
respecting commercial relations signed on behalf of the 
Government of the United Kingdom and the Lithuanian 
Government on the 6th May, 1922, nor shall any notice of 
termination of the arrangement set out in those Notes be 
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given under the provisions of paragraph 6 thereof on behalf 
of either of the Contracting Governments before the 
lst October, 1936. 


(2) In the event, however, of the Government of the 
United Kingdom deciding on a general change of policy in 
regard to the treatment of foreign shipping, discussions shall 
take place between the Contracting Governments with a view 
to replacing by new provisions any provisions of the Ex- 
change of Notes of the 6th May, 1922, which relate to navi- 
gation and the treatment of shipping. If agreement on such 
new provisions is not reached within 3 months from the 
commencement of such discussions, the Government of the 
United Kingdom shall be at liberty to denounce any of the 
said provisions of the Exchange of Notes of 1922, and the 
provisions so denounced shall cease to apply on the expira- 
tion of 3 months from the date on which such notice of 
denunciation was given. 


ARTICLE 7 


The Lithuanian Government undertake that, pending the 
conclusion of the Agreement now under negotiation between 
the two Governments relating to Commercial Travellers, they 
will extend to commercial travellers who visit Lithuania on 
behalf of United Kingdom companies or firms the same treat- 
ment as is enjoyed in Lithuania by Lithuanian travellers. 


ARTICLE 8 


It is understood that in this Agreement the term ‘“‘ foreign 
country ’’ in relation to the United Kingdom means a 
country not being a territory under the sovereignty of His 
Majesty the King of Great Britain, Ireland and the British 
Dominions beyond the Seas, Emperor of India, or under 
His Majesty’s suzerainty, protection or mandate; and the 
term ‘‘ foreign import’’ means import from foreign 
countries as so defined. 


ARTICLE 9 


The Contracting Governments agree that any dispute that 
may arise between them as to the proper interpretation or 
application of any of the provisions of the present Agree- 
ment shall, at the request of either of them, be referred 
to the Permanent Court of International Justice, unless in 
any particular case the Contracting Governments agree to 
submit the dispute to some other tribunal or to dispose of it 
by some other form of procedure. 


In case any dispute shall fall to be submitted to the 
Permanent Court of International Justice, the Court shall, 
unless the Contracting Governments otherwise agree, be re- 
quested to give its decision in accordance with the summary 
procedure provided for in Article 29 of the Statute of the 
Court. 


ARTICLE 10 


The present Agreement shall be ratified and the ratifica- 
tion shall be exchanged at London as soon as possibile. 


The Agreement shall come into force 10 days after the 
exchange of ratifications and shall, subject to the provisions 
of paragraph 2 of Part I and of paragraphs 1 and 4 of 
Part II of the Protocol to this Agreement, remain in force 
until the 3lst December, 1936. 


Incase neither of the Contracting Governments shall have 
given notice to the other six months before the said date of 
their intention to terminate this Agreement, it shall remain 
in force until the expiration of six months from the date on 
which notice of such intention is given. 

In witness whereof the undersigned, duly authorised to 
that effect, have signed the present Agreement and have 
thereto affixed their seals. 

Done at London, this 6th day of July, 1934, in duplicate. 


PROTOCOL 


At the moment of signing the Commercial Agreement of 
this day’s date between the Government of the United King: 
dom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland and the Gov- 
ernment of Lithuania, the undersigned, being duly author- 
ised to that effect, declare that they have agreed on the pro- 
visions set out in this Protocol, which shall form an integral 
part of the above-mentioned Agreement. 


Part I 


(1) The Contracting Governments having concluded the 
Commercial Agreement in the desire to maintain and facili- 
tate still further trade and commerce between the United 
Kingdom and Lithuania, the two Governments undertake to

keep in view the balance of trade between the United King- 
dom and Lithuania, and the Lithuanian Government, having 
regard to the proportion of Lithuanian exports finding a 
market in the United Kingdom, recognise that, in further- 
ance of the objects of the Agreement, the sales in Lithuania 
of goods the produce or manufacture of the United Kingdom 
should be increased. 


(2) Representations having been made to the Lithuanian 
Delegation on behalf of certain United Kingdom industries 
as a result of which conversations have taken place and 
statements have been made on behalf of groups of 
Lithuanian importers, the Contracting Governments take 
note of the records of such conversations and of the state- 
ments made in respect of steps for facilitating the sale in 
Lithuania of salt, saltpetre, jute, iron and steel, super- 
phosphates, supplies for the wood-working industries, 
cement, refined sugar and textile goods. 


It is understood, however, that the Lithuanian Govern- 
ment shall not be precluded from approaching the Govern- 
ment of the United Kingdom with a view to further discus- 
sions being arranged in regard to the conversations and 
statements referred to immediately above, if, after the ex- 
piry of twelve months from the date of entry into force of 
this Agreement, alterations shall, in the opinion of the 
Lithuanian Government, have occurred in the economic 
circumstances of Lithuania which render such discussions 
desirable. His Majesty’s Government, however, reserve the 
right to terminate this Agreement at three months’ notice if 
they consider the result of such discussions to be unsatis- 
factory. 


(8) Having regard to the considerations set out in para- 
graph (1), the Lithuanian Government will encourage and 
promote by all means at its disposal the increased utilisation 
of British shipping services in the United Kingdom- 
Lithuanian trade, and will take no action which would affect 
prejudicially any British shipping company now engaged in 
the trade between the two countries, so long as the Company 
maintains existing freight rates and services. In the event 
of the Company making any substantial changes in the 
freight rates charged or the services offered, the Lithuanian 
Government will, before taking action, consult with the 
Government of the United Kingdom. 


(4) The importation into Lithuania of herrings salted or 
cured in the United Kingdom and exported therefrom to 
Lithuania shall remain free from all form of restriction 


(apart from the levy of the import duty), and the sale of | 


such herrings in Lithuania shall take place under conditions 
of free and fair competition with any other herrings, and no 
other herrings shall be placed in any more favourable posi- 
tion, whether by means of subsidies or in any other manner, 
than United Kingdom herrings exported to Lithuania. 


Part II 


(1) The Government of the United Kingdom shall have 
the right at any time to terminate the Agreement upon three 
months’ notice, if in any one period of twelve months, com- 
mencing on the first day of the month following the date on 
which the Agreement comes into force and on the corre- 
sponding date in each subsequent year, (a) the amount 
of coal of United Kingdom origin imported into Lithuania 
is less than 80 per cent. of the total imports of coal into 
Lithuania in that period, as shown by the Lithuanian official 
statistics of total imports of coal and of imports of coal of 
United Kingdom origin; or (b) if the amount of such im- 
ports of coal of United Kingdom origin in that period is less 
than 178,000 metric tons; or (c) if the amount of coke of 
United Kingdom origin imported into Lithuania in the same 
period is less than 50 per cent. of the total imports of coke 
into Lithuania in that period. 


(2) The Government of the United Kingdom undertake 
not to give notice of termination of the Agreement in accord- 
ance with paragraph (1) until they have given an oppor- 
tunity to the Lithuanian Government to enter into 
discussions on the matter in the United Kingdom, such dis- 
cussions to commence within 14 days of the date of the 
receipt by the Lithuanian Government of a request from the 
Government of the United Kingdom. 


(3) The Agreement shall not be terminated under para- 
graph (1) if, during the period between the date when notice 
of termination is given and the date of its taking effect, 
quantities of coal and/or coke of United Kingdom origin 
additional to the quantity that would normally be imported 
under the Agreement during that period are imported into 
Lithuania to make good the deficiency.

(5) The Contracting Governments take note of a letter to 
the Chairman of the Lithuanian Delegation for the negotia- 
tion of the Commercial Agreement, dated this day and 
signed on behalf of the United Kingdom coal industry by 
the Chairman of the Central Council of Colliery Owners and 
the Chairman of the British Coal Exporters’ Federation, 
wherein they have expressed their desire and firm intention 
to fulfil the requirements of Lithuanian buyers and users 
of coal by every means within their power; and for this 
purpose have given to Lithuanian buyers and users the 
assurances contained in that letter with regard to prices, 
qualities, availability of supplies, and other matters. It is 
agreed that the right of the Government of the United King- 
dom, under paragraph (1) of this Part of the Protocol, to 
terminate the Agreement upon three months’ notice is con- 
ditional upon those assurances being implemented. 


(6) The Government of the United Kingdom shall not have 
the right to give notice of termination of the Agreement in 
accordance with paragraph (1) of this Part of the Protocol 
if a sufficient quantity of coal of United Kingdom origin 
suitable for the Lithuanian buyers in question has not been 
available by reason of a strike or lock-out, or by reason of 
the fact that ice or other conditions have prevented trans- 
port from the United Kingdom to the Lithuanian port of 
destination, or if the buyers have been unable to obtain 
from the United Kingdom either the coal that they require 
or a suitable substitute at a comparable price. In any such 
event due allowance shall be made, in applying the provi- 
sions of paragraph (1) of the Protocol, for such quantities of 
coal as have been purchased in place thereof by the Lithu- 
anian buyers in question from other sources. Similarly, in 
applying the provisions of paragraph (1) of this Part of the 
Protocol, due allowance shall be made for non-consumption 
of coal in Lithuania on account of protracted strikes or lock- 
outs within those branches of Lithuanian industry in which 
United Kingdom coal is used in considerable quantities. 
Allowances claimed under this paragraph shall be made only 
(a) by agreement between the Lithuanian Committee to be 
appointed under paragraph (7) of this Part of the Protocol 
and the Mines Department of the Government of the United 
Kingdom, or (b) failing such agreement, after discussion 
and settlement between the Contracting Governments. 


(7) As soon as the Agreement comes into force, a Com-

BRITISH INDIA 
CERTIFICATE OF ORIGIN FOR CERTAIN TEXTILE GOODS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of June 7 (page 863), H.M. Senior Trade 
Commissioner in India has forwarded to the Board of Trade 
a copy of the Press Communiqué, reproduced below, issued 
by the Indian Central Board of Revenue on June 12, con- 
cerning a revised form of Certificate of Origin for goods for 
which entry into British India is claimed at the differential 
rate of duty under the Indian Tariff (Textile Protection) 
Act, 1934. 


‘In their Press Communiqué dated the 4th April, 1930, the 
Government of India recommended the use of a Certificate of 
Origin in the form prescribed therein in respect of cotton piece- 
goods of British manufacture entitled to differential rate of 
duty under the Cotton Textile Industry (Protection) Act of 
1930. Many changes have, however, recently been brought about 
in the Tariff classifications of textile materials by thé Yndian 
Tariff (Textile Protection) Amendment Act, 1934, which also 
provides for differential duties for certain classes of textile goods 
of British manufacture, and, in consequence, certain amend- 
ments to the form of Certificate prescribed in 1930 have become 
necessary. Importers of such goods are accordingly recom- 
mended to advise the suppliers to attach to their invoices a 
Certificate of Origin in the revised form appended hereto. The 
Government of India consider that it should be possible for all 
such goods of British manufacture arriving after the 3lst July, 
1934, to be accompanied by certificates in the revised form.”’

MALAY STATES 
CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN 


The Malayan Information Agency has drawn the atten- 
tion of the Board of Trade to the fact that goods often 
arrive in the Federated and Unfederated Malay States with- 
out a Certificate of Origin, which is frequently not received 
until some weeks later. As a result the importer is called 
upon to pay the full rate of duty, and, when the Certificate 
of Origin arrives, is obliged to submit a claim for a refund of 
the difference between the full and the preferential rates of 
duty. 

In order to avoid inconvenience to both importers and the 
local Customs Authorities, exporters of goods to the Malay 
States are requested to take all possible steps to ensure that 
the Certificates of Origin arrive not later than the goods 
to which they relate.

ARGENTINA 
CUSTOMS DICISIONS 


The Board of Trade have received particulars of recent 
decisions made by the Argentine Customs authorities con- 
cerning the classification for import duty purposes of the 
following articles :— 


Engines for lorries or buses.—Engines, imported separ- 
ately, for use in lorries ana buses, are to be classed under 
Tariff No. 362 bis, para. 4. Accessories and spares for motor 
cars and lorries: engines. 


Tubes of copper, brass and yellow metal.—These pipes, 


when imported separately from the machine to which they ° 


belong, and not mandrilled or prepared for fitting to the 
machine, will be excluded from classification as ‘‘ acces- 
sories ’? and be classed under Tariff headings 938, Pipes and 
tubes, flexible, of copper, yellow metal and brass, or 999, 
Copper, brass and yellow metal pipes, as the case may be. 


Runners (carpeting).—Runners (carpeting) of cotton 
agave, jute, coco fibre or paper are to be dutiable at 25 per 
cent. ad valorem if containing wool or hair at 30 per cent. 
ad valorem, if made of linen or mixed linen at 35 per cent. 
ad valorem, and those with pile at 40 per cent. ad valorem. 
The decision does not affect the duty on runners of silk. 


The existing procedure established by Resolutions of 
July 10, 1928, and July 15, 1933, by which cotton, jute and 
other runners have paid a uniform rate of duty of 50 per 
cent. ad valorem is abrogated. 


BELGIUM 
CERTIFICATE OF ORIGIN REQUIREMENTS

TRADE IN PHARMACEUTICAL SPECIALITIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Santiago 
has forwarded a translation of a recent Decree which ap- 
proves new regulations concerning the trade in pharma- 
ceutical specialities in Chile. 

Pharmaceutical specialities are defined as medicines, 
dentifrices, disinfectants, insecticides and cosmetics offered 
for sale or for free distribution, in their original and 
uniform containers, provided they bear either 

(a) a fancy name or the name of the maker, whether or 
not it refers to or advertises the purpose of the product; or 

(6) a name from the pharmacopeeia or a name referring 
to one or more of the substances contained therein and refer- 
ences to or advertisements of the purpose for which the 
preparation is intended. 

A copy of the regulations which deal, inter alia, with the 
procedure to be followed by applicants for registration, the 
labelling and advertising of pharmaceutical specialities and 
the fees charged for their analysis, etc., may be seen by 
persons interested at the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, 
Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1. 


SURCHARGE ON GOODS IMPORTED BY POST 
ABOLISHED 


A recent Decree suppressed, with effect from March 1, the 
surcharge of 30 per cent. of the Customs duties levied on 
goods imported into Chile in postal packages. 


FRANCE 


INCREASED DUTIES ON CERTAIN 
PRESERVED FRUITS 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of June 29 contains a 
Law, dated June 28, the effect of which is to increase the 
Customs duty on unspecified table and other fruits pre- 
served without sugar, syrup or spirit from 90 to 110 frs. 
per 100 kilogs. (under the ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff) and that on 
cooked fruits, fruit pulp in tins weighing more than 4 
kilogs. net each, grape jam and similar products without 
sugar, crystallisable or not, or honey from 25 to 110 frs. per 
100 kilogs. 


RENEWALS OF IMPORT QUOTAS: INDUSTRIAL 
PRODUCTS 


We publish below particulars of the total quotas which 
have been allotted for the current quarter in respect of 
various industrial products for which no division of the 
quotas among the different supplying countries has been 
announced. It should be noted that the totals now fixed 
may be increased by not more than 300 per cent. 


The importation of the goods in question continues to be 
subject to licence.

IMPORT OF SEED POTATOES 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel’’ of July 4 contains an 
Order, dated June 30 and effective from July 1, which pro- 
vides that the importation into France of seed potatoes 
originating in and coming from the United Kingdom may 
now be resumed, under licence, provided that consignments 
are accompanied by a certificate granted by the phyto- 
sanitary service of the United Kingdom, a copy of which 
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should also be sent to the ‘‘ Ministére de |’agriculture, ser. 
vice de la défense des végétaux, 78, rue de Varenne, Paris, 
7e,’’ before despatch. The certificate should attest :— 


(1) that the seed potatoes have been gathered in a place 
more than 75 kilometres distant from the nearest 
outbreak of ‘‘ doryphora”’ ; 

(2) that the consignment has been examined and pro- 
nounced healthy and free from insects, crypto- 
gams and any other dangerous organisms likely to 
breed on farms or in orchards. 


The necessary inspection before the grant of the certificate 
should take place two weeks at the most before the date of 
shipment.

IMPORTATION OF COAL AND COKE FROM THE 
UNITED KINGDOM 


The Board of Trade have been informed that the Reichs 
Coal Commissioner has notified the figure of German coal 
consumption for May, 1934, at 7,801,000 metric tons (i.e. an 
increase of 4 per cent. over 74 million metric tons). In 
accordance with the provisions of the Trade Agreement of 
April 138, 1933, between the United Kingdom and Germany, 
the quota for the importation into the German Customs 
Area of coal and coke from the United Kingdom for July, 
1934, has therefore been correspondingly increased from the 
minimum of 180,000 metric tons to 187,200 metric tons.

PORTUGAL 


REBATES OF CUSTOMS DUTIES ON GOODS 
CARRIED IN PORTUGUESE SHIPS 
WITHDRAWN 


IMPORT SURTAXN INCKEASED 


A Decree (No. 7,822) of November 22, 1921, provided that 
all goods imported inte Portugal and the Adjacent Islands 
in Portuguese ships should receive a rebate of 10 per cent. 
of the import duties, and goods exported from Portugal (and 
the Adjacent Islands) to foreign countries in Portuguese 
ships should receive a rebate of 20 per cent. of the export 
duties. 

A Decree of September 12, 1931, provided for the with- 
drawal of these rebates by instalments, and by January 2, 
1933, they had been reduced to 6 per cent. and 12 per cent., 
respectively. 

An Exchange of Notes between H.M. Government in the 
United Kingdom and the Portuguese Government, dated 
October 14, 1933, provided that British ships and goods 
carried therein should not be subjected, in Portugal or the 
Adjacent Islands, to any restrictions or charges more 
onerous than those applicable to Portuguese vessels and 
goods carried therein. To give effect to this a Decree Law 
(No. 24,115) published in the ‘‘ Diario do Governo”’ for 
June 29 provides for the abolition of the Customs duty re- 
bates as from July 1. At the same time the existing surtax 
of 20 per cent. of the duties, imposed in February, 1932, is 
increased to 28 per cent. (the goods on which the surtax has 
been fixed, by Commercial Agreements or otherwise, at 5 per 
cent. are not subject to the increase); and an additional 
surtax of 13) per cent. of the duties is imposed on exported 
goods. Goods imported or exported in national vessels or 
in those of any foreign power which in virtue of Agreements 
are entitled to the treatment accorded to Portuguese 
shipping will be exempt from the increase in the import 
surtax and from the additional export surtax. 

A translation of Decree-Law No. 24,115 is given below : — 

Article 1.—The existing surtax of 20 per cent. of the im- 
port duties, established by Decree No. 20,935 of February 26, 
1932, is increased to 28 per cent. without prejudice to para- 
graph 2 of Article 2 of the said Decree, Article 17 of Decree- 
Law No. 23,237 of November 20, 1933, and reductions result- 
ing from Agreements, Conventions, or Treaties of Commerce. 

Article 2._-An additional surtax of 134 per cent. of the 
duties is imposed on exported goods. 


Article 8.—Goods imported or exported in national vessels, 
or in those of any foreign power which in virtue of Agree- 
ments, Conventions, or Treaties of Commerce and Naviga- 
tion enjoy the treatment accorded to Portuguese shipping, 
will be exempt from the increase referred to in Article 1 
and the additional duty referred to in Article 2 of this 
Decree. 

Goods transported in other foreign vessels will be subject 
to the duties resulting from the provisions of Articles 1 and 2 
of this Decree-Law after the date of its entry into force,

PORTUGUESE EAST AFRICA 
(MOZAMBIQUE)

H.M. Consul-General at Lourenco Marques reports that 
the ‘‘ Boletin Oficial ’’ of Mozambique for June 21 published 
the text of Decree No. 23,920, which came into force on the 
same date. The Decree (particulars of which were published 
in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of June 7) fixed the import duties on un- 
specified made-up goods of tissues of cotton, wool and linen, 
of foreign origin, at 20, 50 and 25 escudos, respectively, per 
kilog., and the duty on foreign footwear at 50 escudos per 
pair. 

It further provided that the value of foreign goods for 
Customs purposes must not be less than that of similar 
Portuguese goods imported into the colony, or, failing these, 
than that of like goods of European origin. 


SPAIN 
PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period July 10-20 in respect of import and export duties, 
Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or notes of 
the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 138-34 per cent. 

[This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent., as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 2, 1930, 
being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques drawn 
on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign banks 
established in Spain.

TAXATION OF MOTOR VEHICLES IMPORTED 
FOR TEMPORARY USE 


H.M. Representative at Stockholm has forwarded a trans- 
lation of a Royal Decree (No. 122 of May 4, 1934) which 
came into force on May 9 and rescinds the Decree previously 
in force (No. 11 of January 26, 1923). 

'he new Decree provides for the taxation of all motor 
vehicles not registered in Sweden and weighing more than 
50 kilogrammes, imported for temporary use in that country, 
on the following basis :— 

For each day or fraction of a day: 

(a) for a motor-cycle—25 Gre; 

(b) for a motor lorry with non-solid soft-rubber tyres— 
one krona; 

(c) for a motor-lorry with solid soft-rubber tyres—5 
kronor ; 

(d) for a motor lorry with tyres of a substance other 
than soft rubber—-8 kronor; 

(c) for other motor vehicles—one krona. 


for motor vehicles registered in a foreign country which 
has adhered to the Geneva Convention of March 30, 1931, 
and which are not intended to be used for the public con- 
veyance of passengers for hire or for carrying goods, the 
tax shall be assessed at an amount not exceeding that which 
would be payable on a motor vehicle registered in Sweden 
for the calendar month or months for which the tax is 
leviable. 

In cases where such tax is leviable on a ‘‘ service weight ”’ 
basis, i.e. weight of the vehicle and all accessories, satis- 
factory proof of the ‘ service weight ” of the vehicle must 
be produced. 

Motor vehicles registered in a foreign country and which 
are not intended for the public conveyance of passengers for 
hire or for carrying goods shall be exempt from the above- 
mentioned tax for as long a period as corresponding exemp- 
tion is granted in that foreign country to similar motor 
vehicles registered in Sweden, but in no case for a longer 
period than one year.

SWITZERLAND 
FURTHER IMPORT RESTRICTIONS

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
AMENDMENT OF TARIFF ACT, 1930 


The Board of Trade have received copies of an Act, ap- 
proved June 12, 1934, which authorises certain amendments 
in the Tariff Act of 1930, the full text of which was pub- 
lished as a Supplement to the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of July 3, 1930.

The ,important articles covered by these 
provisions are motor cars and cycles, wood and wooden 
manufactures, paper books and coal. 


The text of the Act is given below :— 


Acr No. 316.—An Act to AMEND THE TARIFF Act oF 1930 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House cf Representatives 
of the United States of America in Congress assembled, That 
the Tariff Act of 1930 is amended by adding at the end of 
title III the following :— 


Part Il]—-Promorion or Foreign TRADE 


Sec. 350. (a) For the purpose of expanding foreign mar- 
kets for the products of the United States (as a means of 
assisting in the present emergency in restoring the American 
standard of living, in overcoming domestic unemployment 
and the present economic depression, in increasing the pur- 
chasing power of the American public, and in establishing 
and maintaining a better relationship among various 
branches of American agriculture, industry, mining, and 
commerce) by regulating the admission of foreign goods into 
the United States in accordance with the characteristics 
and needs of various branches of American production so 
that foreign markets will be made available to those 
branches of American production which require and are cap- 
able of developing such outlets by affording corresponding 
market opportunities for foreign products in the United 
States, the President, whenever he finds as a fact that any 
existing duties or other import restrictions of the United 
States or any foreign country are unduly burdening and 
restricting the foreign trade of the United States and that 
the purpose above declared will be promoted by the means 
hereinafter specified, is authorized from time to time— 


(1) To enter into foreign trade agreements with foreign 
governments or instrumentalities thereof; and 


(2) To proclaim such modifications of existing duties and 
other import restrictions, or such additional import restric- 
tions, or such continuance, and for such minimum periods, 
of existing Customs or Excise treatment of any article 
covered by foreign-trade agreements, as are required or 
appropriate to carry out any foreign-trade agreement that 
the President has entered into hereunder. No proclamation 
shall be made increasing or decreasing by more than 50 per 
centum any existing rate of duty or transferring any article 
between the dutiable and free lists. The proclaimed duties 
and other import restrictions shall apply to articles the 
growth, produce, or manufacture of all foreign countries, 
whether imported directly, or indirectly: Provided, That 
the President may suspend the application to articles the 
growth, produce, or manufacture of any country because of 
its discriminatory treatment of American commerce or be- 
cause of other acts or policies which in his opinion tend to 
defeat the purposes set forth in this section; and the pro- 
claimed duties and other import restrictions shall be in

effect from and after such time as is specified in the procla- 

mation. The President may at any time terminate any such 

proclamation in whole or in part. 


(b) Nothing in this section shall be construed to prevent 
the application, with respect to rates of duty established 
under this section pursuant to agreements with countries 
other than Cuba, of the provisions of the treaty of com- 
mercial reciprocity concluded between the United States 
and the Republic of Cuba on December 11, 1902, or to pre- 
clude giving effect to an exclusive agreement with Cuba con- 
cluded under this section, modifying the existing preferen- 
tial Customs treatment of any article the growth, produce, 
or manufacture of Cuba: Provided, That the duties payable 
on such an article shall in no case be increased or decreased 
by more than 50 per centum of the duties now payable 
thereon. 


(c) As used in this section, the term ‘‘ duties and other 
import restrictions ’’ includes (1) rate and form of import 
duties and classification of articles, and (2) limitations, pro- 
hibitions, charges, and exactions other than duties, imposed 
on importation or imposed for the regulation of imports. 


Sec, 2. (a2) Subparagraph (d) of paragraph 369, the last 
sentence of paragraph 1402, and the provisos to paragraphs 
371, 401, 1650, 1687 and 1803 (1) of the Tariff Act of 1930 
are repealed. The provisions of sections 336 and 516 (b) 
of the Tariff Act of 1930 shall not apply to any article with 
respect to the importation of which into the United States 
a foreign-trade agreement has been concluded pursuant to 
this Act, or to any provision of any such agreement. The 
third paragraph of section 311 of the Tariff Act of 1930 shall 
apply to any agreement concluded pursuant to this Act to 
the extent only that such agreement assures to the United 
States a rate of duty on wheat flour produced in the United 
States which is preferential in respect to the lowest rate of 
duty imposed by the country with which such agreement has 
been concluded on like flour produced in any other country ; 
and upon the withdrawal of wheat flour from bonded manu- 
facturing warehouses for exportation to the country with 
which such agreement has been concluded, there shall be 
levied, collected, and paid on the imported wheat used, a 
duty equal to the amount of such assured preference. 


(b) Every foreign-trade agreement concluded pursuant to 
this Act shall be subject to termination, upon due notice to 
the foreign government concerned, at the end of not more 
than three years from the date on which the agreement comes 
into force, and, if not then terminated, shall be subject to 
termination thereafter upon not more than six months’ 
notice. 


(c) The authority of the President to enter into foreign- 
trade agreements under section 1 of this Act shall terminate 
on the expiration of three years from the date of the enact- 
ment of this Act. 


Sec. 3. Nothing in this Act shall be construed to give 
any authority to cancel or reduce, in any manner, any of 
the indebtedness of any foreign country to the United States. 


Sec. 4. Before any foreign-trade agreement is concluded 
with any foreign government or instrumentality thereof 
under the provisions of this Act, reasonable public notice of 
the intention to negotiate an agreement with such Govern- 
ment or instrumentality shall be given in order that any 
interested person may have an opportunity to present his 
views to the President, or to such agency as the President 
may designate, under such rules and regulations as the 
President may prescribe; and before concluding such agree- 
ment the President shall seek information and advice with 
respect thereto from the United States Tariff Commission, 
the Departments of State, Agriculture, and Commerce and 
from such other sources as he may deem appropriate.

_ Lhe British Standards Institution have just published a new 
_ ot B.S.S. No. 485, Testing of Thin Metal Sheet and 
rip. 
_ This issue supersedes B.S.S. No. 485, Part I, which was 
issued Jast year and has been amplified by the addition of three 
new sections which deal with bend, hardness and cupping 
tests respectively. Bend tests have been classed under two 
main headings, ‘‘ Single Bends’ and ‘‘ Reverse Bends,’’ and 
the difierent forms of these have been dealt with separately 
in detail. 

The section on hardness testing outlines the factors to be 
taken into account when Brinell and the Diamond Pyramid 
hardness tests are carried out on thin sheet metal. 

It has not been possible to lay down any standard form 
of cupping test, but an interesting note has been included 
pointing out the extent to which such tests may be of value for 
routine work. 

Two important modifications have been made to the section 
previously issued covering tensile tests. One is the extension 
of the scope. It has been brought into line with the new sec- 
tions so that the whole of the new specification covers material 
up to 10 s.w.g. thick. The other modification is the inclusion 
of a statement that in the case of strip material which is too 
narrow, to provide a tensile test piece of the standard form 
the material shall be tested the full width as rolled, but atten. 
tion is called to certain necessary precautions which must be 
taken if values other than the tensile strength are required. 

The amplified specification which now deals with all the 
usual forms of mechanical tests on thin sheet and strip mate. 
rial should be extremely valuable, particularly to testing de- 
partments and those sections of industry interested in the pro- 
duction and use of sheet and strip material.

International Cotton Loom Statistics. 


The publication under review shows the result of the 
International Cotton Loom Census, as of December 31, 1933. 
It will be remembered that the last census was taken in 1930. 

The first tabulation on pages 4 and 5 shows the number of 
cotton power looms in place in the mills in the various cotton 
manufacturing countries of the world. The figures for 1933 
are placed side by side with the comparative figures for 1930. 
Another tabulation on pages 6 and 7 shows the number of idle 
looms on December 31 last, together with comparative figures 
for 1930, and still another tabulation shows the number of 
looms in cvurse of erection. 

A new feature of the present publication is the inclusion 
of a table showing the number of cotton looms engaged in the 
production of fabrics composed of a mixture of artificial silk 
and cotton, and also looms working on fabrics composed 
solely of artificial silk (page 10).
